18 riot Over Yet—If Arbitration Falls 
' 
the Knights of J-abor Will 


Take a Hand. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The reported 


coming of Grand Master Workman 
Powderly to toko charge of the Knights 
in tho stato and with the executive 
board of the order to engineer matters 
and lead them {o victory, does not ap- 
pear to make one particle of difference 
with the officials at the Grand Central 
depot. Mr. Webb was about bright 
and early, just as full of fight as over, 
and said that although Mr. Powderly 
might be coming to arbitrate ho would 
find upon his arrival that there was 
nothing to be considered. 


At the headquarters of the strikers in 


this city, tho fact that the executive 
officers of tho Knights of Labor had at 
last decided to take an active part in 
tho straggle, gave renewed encourage- 
ment to tho men, who espeat great re- 
sults.

PITTSBORG, Pa,, Aug. 15.—At one 


o'clock last night the Atlantic express, 
No. 10, on the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, cirryiug ft large excursion party 
en route for Atlantic City, ran into a 
huge pile of railroad ties and rails piled 
upon tho track at 
Osceola station, 


twenty miles from Pitteburg. 


The engine aud baggage car were 


thrown fifty feet over the embankment. 
The remainder of tho train, consisting 
of seven sleeping cars, were all thrown 
from tho track upon their sides. The 
escape of tho occupants from fatal injury 
was miraculous, only four of the pas- 
sengers were injured, and they but 
slightly. Engineer Yank Sullivan aud 
a friend, Bobert Goodwin, also an en- 
gineer, who was riding on the engine, 
and a man named Hirsch, who was 
stealing a ride on tho front of the bag- 
gage ear, were instantly killed.

buried under the engine and 


baggage car over the embankment. 


Sullivan's body was recovered four 


hours after tho acsident, Goodwin and 
Hirsch wero not taken from the wreck 
until this morning. Sullivan resided at 
Glcuwood, and leaves a widow and sis 
children. Goodwin was going to visit 
his family, who reside at Connelsville.

SOME of the islands of Lake Erie, 


along tlie Ohio side, are nature's beauty 
Bpots aud at this season of the year are 
clmrmiug retreats for those who wish to 
escape the heat of the cities. 
One of 


these is Catawba Island, situated about 
eight miles frirn Port Clifton. It is 
four miles long, about two miles wide, 
and contains some 3,000 acres of laud. 
At the point farthest out in the lake is 
Ottawa City, a little summer resort 
which just now is crowded with guests, 
who spend their time in boating, fish- 
ing, etc. Nearly 2,600 acres of land on 
the island are devoted to fruit culture, 
principal among which are peaches, 
grapes and plums. 
"The crop this 


year," said Mr, B. F. Smith, a promi- 
nent fruit gruwer, of the island, to the 
writer, who visited the place a few days 
ago, "will be about one-fourih of its 
usual yield. Last year our fruit growers 
raised 250,000 bushels of peaches, on 
the island, We will not have more 
than 50,000 bushels this season, but 
what we do have will be the best, and 
as the yield all over the country is poor, 
wo shall be able to command good 
prices." The home of Mr. Smith is at 
Peachton, a little hamlet. Here the 
writer spent a day, wandering for a few 
hours among long lines of 
peach 


and 
plum trees and through the 


grape vineyards. The luscious peaches 
are just beginning to ripen, presenting 
a beautiful sight, and in a week or so 
will be ready to gather, when the Ca- 
tawba Island fruit farmer will be the 
butiest man on this earth. 
"There are 


about 100 of us growers on the island," 
said Mr. Smith, "and the land is divided 
up into farms of 200, 150, 100, 40, 20 
and 10 acre tracts. It is worth §400 an 
acre snd I should judge the wealth of 
the island, on which 500 people live, 
was somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$1,500,000, possibly over that.

Central Appears to be Spread* 


ins-Where Will it Knit? 


•BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 16.—The strike 


on the New York Central road was fur- 
ther complicated this morning. 
At 


three o'clock the switchmen in tho Cen- 
tral yards quit work, and those on the 
West Shore system in this city followed 
suit. There are upwards of 200 men in 
the movement, and a freight blockade 
at Buffalo is imminent. The closing of 
the West Shore road for freight is the 
most serious aspect thus far, as it com- 
pletely cripples the Central's facilities 
for forwarding freight. 


There was the worst tangle of trains 


and engines in the Central depot this 
morning that has been seen since the 
strike began, a week ago this morning. 
West Shore and Central engines crowd- 
ed in on every track from the north to 
the south side of the depot and for a 
long distance east. 
The bait line train 


due at 8 o'clock stopped at Chicago 
street and the passengers walked in as 
they did from the same train last Satur- 
day morning. All passenger trains on 
all roads entering the Central depot 
were behind time this morning and the 
big train house presents as confused 
spectacle as at any time since the strike 
bagan. The strike of the West Shore is 
greeted with joy by the old strikers, 
who see in it renewed hope for the suc- 
cess of their movement. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 16.—So far as 


the New York Central road's business is 
concerned the strike here is broken, for

After quoting 
from historical documents tho dispatch 
concludes, "these show that England 
refused to admit any part of the Rus- 
sian claim, assorted iu tho Uknso of 
1821 to Marino jurisdiction and the ex- 
clusive right of fishing throughout tho 
whole extent of that claim from Bohr- 
ings straits to the 51st parallel!, nl.so 
th'it tho cou\eution of 1825 w.is re- 
garded by both sided ab a renunciation 
on tho part of Russia of that claim in 
its entirety and the Behnug str.iiU> uss 
known and specifically provided for. 


"Bearing sea was not known by ihat 


name, but was regarded as a part of tho 
Pacific ocean. 
Her majesty's govern- 


ment always claimed fiee lorn of naviga- 
tion and fishing iu Behring s>ea out&ido 
of the limit of a marine league from tho 
coast. It is impossible to admit that 
the right to fish and catch seals in tho 
high seas can be held to be abandoned 
by a nation from tho mere fact for a 
certain number of years it lias not 
suited the subjects of that nation to 
exercise such rights. 


"It must be remembered that tho exis- 


tence of British Columbia as a colony 
aud tho development of tho colony's 
shipping interest are comparatively re- 
cent. If tho United States government 
continues to differ with Great Britiau 
as to tho legality of tho recent captures 
her majesty '^government is ready to refer 
the question with the issues dependent 
thereon to impartial arbitration."
